In telephonic work in New York, f jst 
Mlefiy .outlined the progress of tele- 
phone research iand then went on to 
discuss .and contrast the problems f ac- 
hig the- Telephone englnéer: anil .those 
fa«ihg the' Power engineer.- ' 

There Is a great difference between 
the efficiency of transfer of the tele- 
phone , and the' .;powér plant. Most 
telephone plantjP;; operate with an ef- 
ficiency of' frijjït' 10 per cent to' one- 
tenth of 1 per cent and even at such 
apparently low efficiency is enough to 
carry the speaking voice. On the other 
band to be up to standard a power 
plant must operate with at least 90 
per cent efficiency.. Although the 
weather has no perceptible"; effect on 
power 'ihies, rain' and temperaturé 
changes may give a telephone system 
tremendous changes In the volume of 
sound , transmitted.;:.. 

Another "radical" 'difference X3 that 
while the power engtaeer uses his 
transformer to change his voltage the

Sir Andrew Macphail Ad- 
dresses College of

The year 1689 . In which Charles the 
Second died, opened a new era In 
every field of science and was marked 
by a new spirit of freedom, which was 
especially productive to medicine, 
stated Sir Andrew MacPhail, Professor 
of the History of Medlchie at McGlll, 
who addressed the meeting of the Am- 
erican College of Physicians in the 
Windsor Hotel last night. This year 
marked the watershed between the 
medieval period and the modern era 
Sir Andrew s speech, entitled. 
Sources of Modern Medicine" was al- 
most entirely devoted to the life and 
work of Thomas Sydenham, who 
lived about the tlmë^^^^çrles the 
Secondr^and. wiio ' nUght'^^f |^ 'be 
called , the']; bué'Vfoimdër •' 6f 'jnbdeiii 
medicine, . Ttie period in question, 
claime^d the speaker, opened a new 
world., .

Dr. Scott Pearson Offers 
Criticisms And 
Suggestions 

Speaking m the subject, "In the 
opinion of this house Canada is in 
immediate need of a new policy based 
on the..prlnclples of the Liberal party, 
memben of the Debating Union So- 
ciety voioed'a startling variety of opin- 
ions concemhig the polwoMNUIiira 
Canada. Dr. Scott-Pearson criticised 
ihe speakers individually from the 
point of veiw of presentation In par- 
ticular. He drew attentlxi to faults of 
articulation, enunciation, fluency, ges- 
ture and th9 :"ke. 

The use of notes arew frequent re- 
marks from the ..critic. "Everyone is 
not gifted with a Maraulay's memory, 
but if notes are used they should not 
be obtruded as the centerpiece, of a 
speech." Faulty gesture was; ,^^83, 
scored. The nervous. Jerky, nieai 
less gesture detracts fr'>m ■effect:ve 
ness. . ■ ^ 

Dr. Pearson did not limit himself to 
tlie pohiting out of faults, but drew 
attention to effective molulatlon, in- 
teresting diction, attractive illuistratlon. 
and clarity and force of arrangement 
when they were present.

A Pint ojf Bitter At 
The Angler* s Rest 

•'JiULLINER NIGHTS." P. O. 
Wodehouse. McLelland ês Stewart, 
Toronto, Publishers.

Onco again Mr. Mulllner makes his bow, with 
a new ttook ot screamingly Xunny yarns, which be 
tells to his coterie o{ disciples:— Small Basil, Pint 
ot Bitter, Ninepenny worth of Sherry— over his own 
glass ot hot Scotch' and lemon. MuUiuer talks 
about everything from cats to detective mysteries. 

To maintain the reader's interest throughout 
nine short tales of roUlcking dialogue, and laugh- 
ably ridiculous situations, with a few stock-chatae- 
ters, who appear under different titles time and 
again throughout the book, Is an art that belongs 
to Wodehouse alone. As usual the background is 
his own England, and the bulk of the action do- 
curt) in London, with an occasional brief excursion 
down to Hampshire. The characters are English, 
and the humor is typical of the praetlcal-Joking 
ÇlccadllUan vaudeville. iUid.^yet >rouses as 
loud a chuckle on this conttnieHt as' he does in his 
ovm country. 

One may open this book at . any of the nine 
chapters 'and start in without losing any sense of 
continuity. Probably the funniest of the taies is 
the Story ot Webster. Webster is the Dean of 
Bolsovcr's oat, and Webster's upbringing is a tri- 
bute to the ''QMaaDgiat Bolsover, WUtt. Web- 
ster, for instatuPiPPs younger days, was never 
seen engaging In ttie frlvoloui pastime ot.ohasing 
a ball of xvool; but rather would he sit quietly in a 
comer, with an edified expression on hts feline 
face, listening to the choir through th(r deanery 
window.

"Get enough recreation to relieve tho 
tension caused by examinations. 
Bridge parties and movies are not the 
ideal relaxation at this time, for they 
do not allow one to relax his emotion- 
al strain. A game of ping-pong, or 
playing the piano for an hour is far 
better." 

Miss Duffey adds that It is more 
important than usual to observe such 
riiles this year because of tho preval- 
ence of grippe and Influcnisn and the 
general strain of depressio:i worrlei. 

" A cpUege eauoatlon should teaoh 
us to make the most of any situation 
with least strain and a maximum effi- 
ciency," Mss Duffey said. "The person 
who ignores all rules of good hygiene 
during exams shows naithcr common 
sense nor good judgment, Do not sit 
up all night before an examination 
studying. Get to bed by eleven o'clock 
and have at least eight hours of sleep.
